DIGGING INTO TBE 17TH CENTUHY. 


A few days ago in digging the founda 


tion of tho Brooklyn Bridge at tho foot 
oL 


Frankfort street the laborers brought to tho 
surface savcral relics which bring to mind 
the old days of New York. 
Among them 


wero three old bayonets nearly catea up 
with mat, and found close to n number o 
oannon.halls. 
Tho bayonets evidently bad 


belonged to Queeu Anno muskets at the 
time o( the English occupancy of the city 
but the cacuou-balls belong probably to tho 
days of tho redoublnb!o Dutch Governor 
»nd Director-General Yv'outer Van Twiller 
and likely enough were fired at tho cily 
by tho valiant Jacob Eolkins (in the em 
ploy of the English) on bis passage up 
tbo Hudson 
in ir,3^ to 
Fort 'Orange 


(Albany) to trade 
wilh 
tho Iro<iuois 


Mora curious still, hoover, was the Had- 
ing, within a stone's throw of the canuo: 
balls, a Dutch pips ana a piece of tile. 
Tho 


former wca probably tho properly of some 
respectable Hutch burger, and could it hav. 
hid a phonograph attachment in its prima 
what tales it might relate! The tile evi- 
dently belongs to the saino period as the 
pipe. 
On it is still to be traced the figtir 


of 
Del and 
the Dragon. Near by was 


another pipe, clearly of Indian manufacture, 
and some pieces of wampum, or seawan 
for n long time tho only circulating medium 
in use between tho Dutch and Indians. Tho 
best article of wampum was manufactured 
by the Long Island Indian?, and until a com. 
paratively late period the Slontauks on that 
Island, or rather their descendants, inanu 
factnred this shell money for tho interioL 
tribes. A clerk of John Jacob Ablor, many 
yearsogo, informed the lato Colonel \Vm. L. 
Stone that he had

Near tho 
wampum, but on an upper stratum wero 
several bricks of yellow clay. Thess are of 
Holland manufacture.
